When the Abbe de Dernisa arrived at
Veniee to fulfill his functions as ambassador,
he immediately set about looking and inguir-
ing for the famous blondes, so warmly and
variously tinted, of the Venetian school of
painters from Carpaccio downwards, a type
differing widely from what passes under the
desiguation of “‘fair’ in this country. Judg-
ing from the portraite and historical master-

fecesn of this school, he oxpected to fiud
‘enice a vast paradise of bloudes, from the
lightest shade of gold or flaxen to those littls
removed from auburn, chiesnut, or rad.
his ineflable disappointment and surprise, he
found living blondes as rare as gardens and
flowers at Venice; and instead of them he was
everywhere encountered by bruunettes, with
Eloasy ebon tresses and complexions em-

rowned and ewmriched by their sun., “In
vain,” says M. Ienillet de Conenes,
“did he frequent the popular fairs of
parishes; in vain did be attend with the
discriminating glanoce of a connoisseur those
exciting religions solemnities, those fotes,
which roused the whole population, and
brought forth from the old quarters of Cas-
tello and Camareggio these types, preserved
a5 it were under glass, of antique VYenice—
no Lavinia, neither in the churches, nor in
the circles, nor under the mysteries of the
gondola, nor in the Place St. Mare, where
beauty manifested itself in the good old time
as a traditional product of the sun, Hardly
anywhere a living samplo of thoss aucient
masses of yellow hair (/lavescentes) with
which every one of the women of the ‘Sapper’
of Paul Veronese (nowin the Louvre) was
adorned. as well as the other feminine orea-
tions of the master.”

The smne lively writer, whom we have
rather paraphrased than translated, goes on
to ask whether this sceming change or trans-
formation was owing to an exceptional
caprice of npature, * No, assuredly; the
cause mnst be sought in the variations of
fashion in which women delight, in their
levity and mutability—* Vardwin et mutabile
semper.”

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NCENES IN JAPAN.

A ntreet called the Toledia is the Broad.
way of Yeddo. Il is twenty miles long, and
very much orowded. Bat theroe is a vast dif-
ference in the appesrance of the two tho-
roughfares. There are no vehiolos in use in
dapan, and the pavemsnts extend from one
side of the strect to the other, No provision
ia made for the passage of cariinges, omni-
bures or wagons, for there are none in exist.
ence, and persons on foot take posseasion of
the whole highway. ‘T'he entire motropolis is
built of wood, end one dwelling is a repre.

A Japanese honse at the first glancs resem-
bles a cbild's toy house on a large scale, The
floor is raised about two feet above the earth,
aud there ia a covered porch in front resting
upon the bare ground. After entering the
porch you step into the house, always leaving
your shoes behind yon. It i coosiderad a
very great breach of propriety to enter a
dwelling without removing one's bonts, As
they wear only sandals, coverad with a leath.
&I lhn!*l_’_, which lluﬂ._t‘ aan shuille on or off in
an instant, this custom is of but little mo-
mient to the natives, but foreigners find it a
very tronblesome one. The porch answers
ns a depository for shees, and in passing a
house, the nnmber of visitors may be known
by connling the number of pairs of sandals
on the porch.

When the walls of a honse are up it consists
of but one large room, which is then eut up
by partitions, which are nothing more than
sliding screens that close up each other ina
fashion that admits of one apartment being
divided into adozen distinet ones instantly,
There are no chimneys attached to the
hounses, and they contain no beds, chairs, or
tables. The floors ave covered with a series
of clean bamboo mats or cushions, ench six
feet by three, and nicely bound with red and
blue tape. They are stuffed with light wool or
moss, and are as soft and yielding to pressure
us the henviest Brussels velvet. Those mats fit
in with each other as regularly as the squares
on & chess board, and the whola floor ia
kept a8 clean end is dusted as often as the
mahogany sideboard in the house of a Dutoh
burgber. No fleck of dirt is ever allowed
to rest t:ipon the polished surface of the mat-
ting, and to step npon it with a pair of boots
wonld be a greater insult than to make a foot-
stool of a geven hundred dollar piano. The
family sit upon the matting all day with their
legs bent under theny, in a shape that wonld
give any foreigner incurable paralysis in fif-
teon minutes, and they sleepupon it at night,
A Jupanese pillow is a enriosity in its way.
It is nothing but a rocker of a ecradle, broad
enough to stand alone, with a semi-circular
depression on the upper side. The Japanese
lie full length on the floor, place not their
hend but their neck in the crescent-shaped
hollow on the upper side of the pillow, and
rock themselves to sleep in a few minutes,

One house adjrcent had evidently been in a
state of repeir when the wvoleenie storwm
buried it, Painters, and decorators, and
oleaners were masters of the situntion.
